RUSSIA ISBUES A NOTE. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A 

ST. PETERSBURG. Sept. 4.—{By 
Atlantic Cable.] The Russian govern- 
ment has issued an official note reit- 
erating that the attitude of the pow- 
ers in regard to the Austro-Russian 
reform echeme for Macedonia is un- 
changed, and consequently neither 
Turkey nor Bulgaria can expect sup- 
port from any quarter in the event of 
open or secret resistance to that 
scheme.

“As the leaders found no support 
among the non-Bulgarian element in 
Macedonia, they exerted thenmiselves to 
raise insurrection by cruel outrages 
and terroriam in order to hinder the 
Projected reforms. Unhappily, in spite 


of the precailions of the Sofia govern- | 


ment, the Macedonian agitation spread 


considerably in Bulgaria itself, finding 


support among those who mistakenly 
reckoned that the outbreak thus 
caused would compel Russia to alter 
her programme and proclaim herself 
the champion of the plans of the lead- 
ers of the revolution. 

“This fatal conception, against 
which Russia gave incessant warnings, 
has brought upon the Christians in 
Turkish vilayets grievous oppression 
whichwill onlyend whenthe incursions 
of insurgents from Bulgaria and revo. 
lutionary activity of the committees 
cease. Not until then can the immedi- 
ate application of reforms needed by 
the population, and by which they will 
be protected from Turkish atrocities, 
be insisted upon, the most energetic 
endeavors having failed to bridle the 
fanaticisms of the Mussulmans. 

“In view of the thickening complica- 
tions the RussiaN and Austrian gov- 
ernments have reiterated their views 
to this effect both at Sofia and at Con- 
stantinoplie, and acting on the sug- 
gestion of Austria and Russia, all the 
governments of the powers which 
signed the treaty of Berlin have in- 
structed their representatives to Tur- 


_ key and Buigaria to emphasize their 


full unanimity in the Austro-Russian 
work of pacifying the Bulgarians, so 
as to remove all miacopceptions of pos- 
sible asristance in the event of dan- 
gerous enterprises. These representa- 
tives have been instructed to make a 
declaration to the governments of Tur- 
key and Bulgaria, as follows: 

“The present state of affairs in the 
Turkish vilayets, which is due to the 
criminal intentions of committees ani 
revolutionary bands, does not alter the 
attitude of the powers in regard to tae 
programme of action adopted early in 
the year by the powers most inter- 
ested. Consequently, neither Turkey 
nor Bulgaria can rely on the support of 
any power in the event of open or se- 
cret opposition to the realization of 
this scheme.

Parabolic mirrors invented by one 
their own countrymen—Schuckert—by 
which they hoped to obtain results su- 
pericr to the French system. 

Their experiments were watched 
with interest by all the scientists of 
Europe, who were convinced, howevet, 
that, great though the achievements 
of German savants had been in the 
scientific world, they aad certainly un- 
dertaken an impossible task in trying 
to improve on the French system of 
building flashlights. 

These experiments, however, were 
carried on for several years at Nurem- 
berg, and were attended with «0 much 
Success as to win the warm approba- 
tion of every scientist in Europe, for 
after innumerable attempts they were 
able to nrove that by means of two or 
more reflectors erected upon a re- 
flector with # Schuckert glass para- 
bolic mirror they obtained results more 
powerful and searching than were ever 
dreamed of by the iiders of the 
French fashlights. 

The new flashlight has an illumi- 
nating wer equal to 30,000,000 can- 
dies, which in normal weather is 
clearly visible a distance of twenty- 
five miles out to sea. The flashes them- 
selves, which last no longer than one- 
tenth of a second, have been observed 
by people standing on the mole at Bu- 
sum, a distance of over forty miles. 
Watchers on the lighthouse of Amrum, 
which “is perhaps a trifle farther off 
than Busum, have also seen the flashes 
which they were able to count as they 
réguiariy appeared and disappeared. 

The accuracy of the mechanism 
which operates the flashlight is so per- 
fect that it is said in a thousand

ANOTHER wEW INDUSTRY. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

IMPERIAL, Sept. 24.—Work will be 
begun Monday on a creamery building 
to be operated in connection with the 
ice factory by W. B. Hage, who owns 
a number of creameries in San Diego 
county. Machinery will be inetalted in 
time to begin the purchase of cream 
by November 1. Each farmer will dave 
his own separator, keeping the skim 
muk for young stock. It is understood 
that about three hundred milich cows 
will be brought in by farmers by No- 
vember 1, and it is expected that over 
1000 cows will be brought in by spring. 
The First National Bank is taking an 
active interest in promoting this new 
industry, and will furnisin farmers hav- 
ing feed money with which ta stock 
their farms with cows. Heretofore the 
tendency has been toward beef cattle, 
but it is believed that henceforth the 
principal growth of the “ountry will be 
in the direction of building a large 
dairy industry. Creameries are also 
projected for the towns of Heber and 
Holton, and in each case the colonists 
will have financial assistance in pur- 
chasing stock.

SAN JACINTO, Sept. %4.—The large 
brick storeroom in the rear of the 
United States Indian Agency office is 
being stocked with supplies for the 
Mission Indians. The large shipments 
which are being received daily have 
come in response to Agent Wright's 
earnes( appeal for implements and 
stores with which to supply the need 
of the indians under his charge. 

Agent Wright has been working with 
an eye singic to supplying every need 
of the Indian children, and the infirm 
and needy Indians in particular, and 
there are now to be found in addition to 
the usual shipments of farming imple- 
ments, large cases of medicines, school 
supplies, dress goods and ready-made 
apparel, and every description of house- 
hold necessity. In only a few days the 
large store has taken on the appear- 
ance of a large wholesale department 
store. 

The supplies thus far received far 
exceed in quantity those of other years. 


Agent Wright says he is hopeful of 


supplying every deserving Indian with 
a full equipment of farming imple- 
ments, and with this in view has made 
a second appeal for farm implements. 
SCARCITY OF FUBL. 


An insufficient supply of stove wood 
is causing some concern in the valley. 
Now that the winter months are ap- 
proaching there is a brisk demand for 
at lease 200 cords of dry wood, and 
there are less than twenty cords avail- 
able to supply this demand. This in- 
sufficiency is not due, however, to any 
lack of trees, but the attention of 
everyone has been directed toward the 
exceedingly large grain and fruit crop, 
and the matter of stove woot has been 
wholly neglected. The problem con- 
fronting the people has become «a seri- 
ous one, as every available man is 
still employed in the ficids and no one 
can be secured to cut wood, at least 
until after the grain crop is garnered.

WHITTIER, Sept. 24.—The most se- 
rious fire that has occurred in the 
Whittier of! fields broke out at an early 
hour this morning on the property of 
the Warner Of] Company, and for a 
time threatened the destruction of 
much valuable property. Two 1000- 
barrel tanks, a smaller tank, a derrick 
and the rigging surrounding it were 
destroyed, causing a loss estimated at 
about 36000. 

The company had struck a gusher 
Saturday night in well No. 7, and oil 
was thrown over the top of the derrick 
before the stream could be controlled. 
Then began the operation of pumping 
it*into the large tanks, and this pump- 
ing was being continued day and night. 
William Seaman, an employé of the 


company, was in charge of the work 
last night and before daylight this 
morning he took a lantern to the top 
of one of the tanks to see how much oil 
had been pumped. Gas arising from 
the oll and from the supply pipe from 
the well became ignited by the flame 
of the lantern and a terrific explosion 
followed. 

Seaman was blown a considerable 

distance and was severely burned, but 
his injuries are not considered danger- 
ous. The explosion ignited the oj! in 
the big tank and soon it was sending 
a column of flame and smoke hun- 
dreds of feet into the air. The oil in 
the tank boiled over and burning as 
it ran, flowed down the side of the 
hill to the cafion. The oll in another 
large tank was ignited and it also 
poured over the hillside. In the path 
of this stream of fire was the derrick 
and rig of the No. 7 well. The fire 
caught the woodwork of the derrick 
and soon destroyed it. 
All the steam whisties on the prop- 
erty of other companies sounded an 
alarm of fire, and scores of Whittier 
people went to the assistance of the oil- 
well employés in their efforts to check 
the spread of the flames. It was a 
most peculiar fire, the flaming oi! 
pouring over acres of ground and the 
flames rising hundreds of feet in air, 
while at frequent intervals the roar 
of exploding gas could be heard. For 
several hours the volunteer firemen 
worked to save surrounding oil prop- 
erty and succeeded in confining the loss 
to the property of the one company. 
But for thie energetic work, the loss 
probably would have been many times 
what ft was.

URABLE PIER PLANS 


READY AT LONG BEACH. 


DOUBLE-DECKER FOR PLEASURE 
AND COMMERCE. 
Cost Limit of $100,000 Has Been Veri- 
fied by Contractors Who Have Fig- 
ured on the Work—Hurrying Construc- 
tion of Sewer System. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 4.—Plans for 
a new and durable pier, as prepared 
under supervision of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose, are 
about completed and will be submit- 
ted to the City Trustees Monday even- 
ing. 

“The cost of the structure will not 
be over $100,000," said Secretary J. G. 
Palmer of the Citizens’ Committee 
this afternoon. “The estimate has 
been verified by contractors who are 
ready to give bonds guaranteeing that 
the work will be done within that limit 
of cost.” 

Purposes of both 
merce are anticipated .in the 
for the wharf. It is to have 
decks along neagly its whole 
The lower deck is to be on a level 
with the lower floor of the pavilion, 
and the upper deck is to be on a level! 
with the upper floor of the pavilion. 
Commencing at Ocean Park avenue 
the first 135 lineal feet of the ap- 
proach will be supported by an earth

/ fill held in place by cement-retaining 


walls at the sided and end. From 
avenue to the north line 
of the pavilion the width of the upper 
deck will be forty feet. The width of 
the present wharf is twenty feet. 

About one hundred feet north of 
the pavilion the lower deck will start. 
It will be connected with the beach 
by a driveway and will be so ar- 
ranged that teams may be driven all 
the way to the outer end of the pier. 
The driveway on the lower deck will 
have a width of twenty feet, suffi- 
cient for teams to pass. There will 
also .be two -.five-foot walks on that 
driveway. 

At the outer end of the pier there 
will be a lower deck space 100x312 feet, 
arranged to accommodate fish mar- 
kets, boatmen's stalls and baggage go- 
ing on and off boats. Southerly from 
the pavilion the upper deck will be 
twenty feet wide out to the point of 
expansion. and beyond there will be 
& space 66x210 feet. 

Piers constructed on the Holmes 
pian will support the wharf. Bach 
pier will be about four and one-half 
feet in diameter. In the center will 
be three wood piles. Around them 
will be a layer of cement concrete sur- 
rounded by expanded metal, in turn 
surrounded by more concrete and In- 
cased in wood staves. All about the 
pier will be fender piles, each bearing 
on a spring sufficient to protect the 
piling from damage by boats moored 
alongside. Stee! 1 beams resting on 
the piers will support the decks. 

Such a pier as is contemplated is 
likely to bring to Long Beach bigger 
passemger craft than the launches 
which now come, and perhaps freight- 
ers. In fact the people of Long Beach 
have designs on the steamer passen- 
ger traffic going to Catalina. Island 
and elsewhere.
